Peres okays 2 names ' v 
on list of 7 Palestinians

Prime Minister Peres said yester- 
day that two of the seven Palestine 
Arabs proposed as members of the 
joint Jordan-Palestine delegation for 
eventual negotiations appear to 
meet die criteria laid down by Israel. 

Briefing the Knesset Foreign 
Affairs and Defence Committee. 
Peres said that the PLO originally 
submitted 22 names to Jordan and 
Jordan blackballed 15 of them. 

Committee members learned later 
that Peres was apparently referring 
to Hanna Seniora, the editor of the 
Earf Jerusalem daily Al-Fajr , and 
.Fa'iz Abu Rahme of Gaza, as the 
two acceptable to Israel. 

Peres said: “Iordan feels that it 
has to make up its mind quickly on 
the issue of die joint delegation.. 
Jordan feeb that 1985 is its year of 
opportunity for making progress on 
the issue of negotiations." 

Reliable Palestinian sources m 
Jerusalem said yesterday that the 
U.S. government is still checking the 
list of the seven Palestinians banded 


to them by the Jordanians, noting 
that it was agreed from the beginning 
that only four out of the seven would 
actually take part in the talks. ' 

The sources assumed that two out 
of the four would be the representa- 
tives of the administered territories, 
Abu Rahme and Seniora. and two 
Palestinians from abroad, Khaled 
al-Hassan and Nabil Sha’ath. 

Until the four are officially 
selected, there wfll be no change in 
die official stand of the U.S. about 
holding negotiations with the PLO, 
the sources said. 

Speaking of the upsurge of in- 
terest in Israel-Soviet relations., 
Peres told the committee: “We want 
to improve our relations with Mos- 
cow. The Soviets are interested in 
the question. But their attitude to- 
ward us is still the same." . 

Peres said: “We have to work 
through every possible channel to 
improve oar relations with the 
Soviet Union. The Soviet Union is 
not Israel's enemy. At the same 
time, we cannot let them push us 
around. •• - 


U.S. has hard time finding % 
Palestinians for discussions

WASHINGTON. - Assistant 
Secretary of State for Near Eastern 
and South Asian Affairs Richard 
Murphy is unlikely to bei able to meet 
with a joint Jordan! an-Palestini an 
delegation by early August, as origi- 
nally planned, informed U.S. and 
Israeli diplomatic sources revealed 
yesterday. They said that finding 
acceptable non-PLO Palestinians for 
such a joint delegation was proving 
to be considerably more difficult 
than earlier envisaged. 

“He’s not going anywhere for the 
time being,” one source said. Mur- 
phy had been hoping to return to the 
Middle East early next month to 
meet with the joint delegation in 

Amman . 

But the list of Palestinians given to 
Washington by Jordan is so fax un- 
acceptable^ As a result, the Amer- 


icans are seeking additional names 
of possible Palestinian candidates. 

U.S. officials said there was “no 
tush" about the meeting. 

At the State Department, spokes- 
man Charles Redman told reporters 
that any preliminary U.S. dialogue 
with the joint group ‘‘should be 
directed toward establishing direct 
negotiations with Israel.” 

UiL officials conceded yesterday 
that they face a dilemma in trying to 
ease the concerns of two U.S. friends 
- Prime Minister Peres and King 
Hussein of Jordan. 

For the time being, therefore, 
they are continuing to explore the 
various possibilities. But the Mur- 
phy mission to the region, they said, 
is “on hold." 

Murphy and Secretary of State 
George Shultz are scheduled to tes- 
tify separately today on Capitol Hfll 
on the current situation in the Mid- 
dle East. . 


100 Atiitdetainees to be freed today

. Israel trill this morning free 100 
Lebanese detainee^ who have been 
held in the Atlit military prison near 
Haifa for the past three months. 

Some 1, 200 detainees were 
brought to Atlit when the Ansar 
camp in South Lebanon was disman- 
tled earlier this year. Most were 
Lebanese Shi’ites, but they also in- 
cluded Palestinians and other 
Lebanese. 

Israel said they would be released 
according to the security situation 
and developments in South Leba- 
non. About half had already been 


released when Shi'ite hijackers cap- 
tured a TWA plane and its passen- 
gers last month and demanded the 
release of all the AtHt detainees. 

Israel refused, but released 300 
detainees soon after the hijacked 
passengers were set free. Today 
another 100 detainees will be driven 
across the border and set free out-, 
ride the security zone in South Leba- 
non. 

Israeli officials say the detainees 
will continue to be released in line 
with existing policy. About 335 de- 
tainees are still being held in Adit

Ethiopians are cautious 
about Peres’ formula u

Leaders of Ethiopian olim and 
their supporters last night expressed 
guarded optimism over a formula 
.worked out by Prime Minister Peres 
in a meeting with the chief rabbis, 
according to which the personal sta- 
tus of each Ethiopian Jew would be 
considered bn its own merits. 

“It seems to be a concession on the 
part of the rabbinate,” Rahamim 
Elazar, a leader of one of the many 
organizations of Ethiopian Jews, 
told The Jerusalem Post. “At first 
glance it has definite positive 
points." But he added that if the 
agreement was merely an attempt to 
make each Ethiopian undergo ritual 
immersion before his or her wed- 
ding. that was a different matter. 

The agreement, worked out by 
aides of Chief Rabbis Avraham Sha- 
piro and Mordechai Eliahu and the 
prime minister, followed what was 
described as a “very friendly meet- 
ing” in Peres' office. It states that the 
immersion ceremony-is not- a condi- 
tion for accepting the Ethiopians 
into the Jewish people. However, it 
goes on to say that the personal 
status of each Ethiopian must be 
clarified and individuals who are 
problematic will get special treat- 
ment. 

Other parts of the agreement note 
that rabbinical courts dealing with 
the Ethiopian Jews will have as advi- 
sors the Ethiopian traditional spir- 
itual leaders (kesim) and. that the 
chief rabbis will continue to hold 
talks with the Ethiopians. 

The agreement also notes Peres’ 
admiration for the efforts of the chief 
rabbis in the absorption of the Ethio- 


pians, and bis desire not to interfere 
in questions of halacha (Jewish law). 

In explaining the agreement, an 
aide to the chief rabbis explained 
that all Jews from abroad who want 
to be married In Israel most prove 
that they are Jewish. The Ethiopians 
will have to go through exactly the 
same procedure, he said. 

Dr. Michael Corinaldi, a Jeru- 
salem lawyer and expert on the sta- 
tus of marginal groups in Jerusalem, 
said he too saw the agreement as a 
welcome step, which has for all in- . 
tents and purposes been a reversal of 
the earlier stand by the chief rabbin- 
ate that the entire community must 
undergo the symbolic conversion 
ceremony. 

But Corinaldi admitted that in at 
least some cases, the agreement 
could cause problems for individuals 
which are far greater than anything 
the Ethiopians have faced yet. 

He noted that a great deal de- 
pends on the local rabbis, adding 
that at the present time there is a 
general' tendency of locaT rabbis and 
rabbinical courts to interpret the law 
in its full strictness, rather than to act 
leniently. ' 

So fair, he said, the only official 
marriage registrar who has tended to 
accept the Ethiopians as Jews with- 
out conditions has been Netanya’s 
Sephardic Chief Rabbi David 
Shloush. Even before yesterday’s 
agreement, there was a tendency for 
Ethiopian Jews from as far away as 
Kiiyat Arba and Jerusalem to go to 
Netanya for any matter concerning 
the rabbinate. 

But, Corinaldi added, Shloush is.

Knesset to air increase 
in terror attacks

Prime Minster Peres has called a 
special meeting of top officials con- 
cerned with interna] security for this 
morning, before Police Minister 
Haim Bar-Lev makes his afternoon 
statement to tire Knesset on the 
internal security situation. 

Officers at national police head- 
quarters worked until late last night 
putting together a report on the rise 
in the number of bombing attempts 
in the last few months. 

According to security sources, 
most of the bombing attempts, and 
incidents such as the murder of a Bet 
Shemesh couple earlier this month, 
are not camied out on the specific 
orders of existing tenor organiza- 
tions. 

Bar-Lev is to respond to a motion 
for the agenda in tee Knesset today 
on the internal security situation. 
The motion makes specific reference 
to tire apparent kidnapping of the 
two teachers from Afula. 

The meeting this morning is to 
include reports from Inspector- 


General David Kraus, Bar-Lev, De- 
fence Minister Yitzhak Rabin, and 
security forces officers. Vice Pre- 
mier Yitzhak Shamir is also to 
attend. 

Kraus last night told The Jeru- 
salem Post he condemns “blanket 
indictment" of Arabs in relation to 
the Afula disappearances. He said 
“until we have some lead in the 
affair, nobody should presume any- 
thing.” 


Reagan and Ii agree

Prime Minister Shimon Peres mil 
propose at a special cabinet meeting 
tins afternoon that 6 per cent of the 
pnbiic sector's work force be dismis- 
sed. The proposal comes as a result 
of the government's failure last night 
to reach agreement with the Histad- 
rut on public sector retrenchment. 

A government spokesman said af- 
ter last night’s meeting that all dis- 
missals would be in accordance with 
existing labour agreements. It was 
not dear, however, whether the 14 
per cent wage supplment agreed on 
by the Histadrut and the private 
sector employers last week would be 
paid in the public sector. 

The governing bodies of the Civil 
Servants Union and the Clerical 
Workers Union are due to be con- 
vened today to decide on what steps 
to take in light of the breakdown in 
the talks. Union leaders Reuven Ben 
Ami and Eliahu Reiff walked out of 
the talks yesterday after the first 
session in Jerusalem. Ben Ami said 
later that he wad not prepared to 
negotiate underpressure. 

Peres said after last night's meet- 
ing that he would have preferred to 
reduce the public sector work force 
by only 3 per cent, with a corres- 
ponding 3 per cent reduction in 
wages. However, said Peres, “If 
there is no inclination in the Histad- 
rut to cut wages then we must reduce 
the work force by the full 6 per 
cent” 


Histadrut Secretary-General Yis- 
rael Kessar said that the sides were 
“back to square one.” Trying to pm 
a good face on the developments. 
Kessar said that the Histadrut had 
gained its objectives in having the 
government agree that all labour 
relations would be conducted 
according to existing agreements. 

Kessar maintained that the 14 per 
cent compensation would be paid to 
all the country's workers and that 
negotiations over staff reductions 
would be conducted between work- 
ers and their employers. “We 
achieved whar we struggled for," 
Kessar said. 

Peres said that he did not expect 
the failure of the talks to lead to a 
crisis with the Histadrut. But it was 
not clear last night how the unions 
would react to the proposed 6 per 
cent dismissals or whether the gov- 
ernment's austerity programme 
would be able to survive the latest 
setbacks. 

Participants in yesterday’s talks, 
which began in Jerusalem in the 
afternoon and continued here last 
night, said that the dismissals - and 
not the compensations - were the 
focus of the talks. Finance Minister 
Yitzhak Moda’i, they said, was con- 
tinuing to insist that payment of the 
14 per cent was contingent on an 
agreement being reached on dismis- 
sals. 

However, Histadrut Secretary- 
General Yisrael Kessar said after the 
first session yesterday, that Prime 


Minister Shimon Peres had reaf- 
firmed that the government’s 
emergency decrees were suspended 
with regard to labour relations. 

Going into last night’s session, the 
gaps between the two sides on the 
issue of eliciting and compensating 
the retirement of workers were still 
very wide, according to a Histadrut 
participant. He expressed doubts 
whether an agreement could be 
reached by morning. 

The Histadrut entered the nego- 
tiations demanding preferential be- 
nefits of some 250 per cent above the 
norm for those choosing voluntary 
retirement. The labour federation 
also demanded that the retirement 
process be spread over three months 
and be decided in direct negotiations 
between workers and their em- 
ployers, in other words, according to 
existing labour agreements. 

The government, however, insisted 
that the Histadrut be responsible for 
coordinating the dismissals and that 
the process take a maximum of 60 
days. The government also opposed 
granting preferential benefits of 
more than 150 per cent. 

Treasury sources said that Peres 
had been angered to hear the Histad- 
rut's demands - which were the cause 
of the collapse of the talks between 
the Treasury and trade union leaders 
last week. Kessar said after the first 
meeting that it had been agreed that 
the talks would not be over dismis- 
sals but over voluntary retirement.

Police accounts suggest they still 
have no lead on what had happened 
to Yosef Eliahu, 35, and Lea 
Elmakais.19, after they drove out of 
the Miff an school grounds at 1.45 
p.m. on Sunday. 

The school's principal. Moshe 
Greenboim, told The Jerusalem Post 
he bad heard Eliahu tell his wife he 
was coming home to pick up their 
children for a music lesson - a drive 
of no more than five minutes. 

Elmakais lived nearby and that 


explained why she had gone with 
him. Greenboim said. 

Greenboim is the last person 
known to have seen them. 

On Sunday night a resident of the 
Sabah al-Hir quarter in Jenin heard a 
car on a dirt track near his home. It 
was. parked near a group of trees. 
The next morning he saw the car, 
noted its number and informed the 
local police. 

The investigators found a revolver 
bullet, seeral blood drops on the 
back seat, blood stains on the back

The cabinet will have to decide 
next week whether Israelis are to be 
allowed to open a new type of 
foreign-currency account of np to 
$2,000, from which they would be 
entitled to withdraw money for any 
purpose. The Treasury firmly 
opposes the move and it is this which 
has so far prevented the Ministerial 
Economic Committee from deter-, 
mining details of the new accounts. 

The decision to allow the new type 
of account was taken by the cabinet 
on July 1. when it approved the new 
economic plan. The proposal per- 
mitting withdrawal of any sum in 
foreign currency up to the $2,000 
limit, and for any purpose, was intro- 
duced by Economics Minister Gad 
Ya’acobi. A counter proposal by 
Finance Minister Yitzhak Moda’i. 
which would limit the foreign cur- 
rency withdrawals to those travelling 
abroad, and keep them within the 
permitted travel allowance, was not 
approved. 


The ministerial committee was 
yesterday asked to decide on the 
details for the new accounts, but 
Moda'i again insisted that the 
cabinet decision could mean that 
account holders would be allowed to 
withdraw $2,000 plus the $800 travel 
allowance. Moda’i insisted that only 
the full cabinet could decide on this 


Ya’acobi later insisted that in the 
absence of an appeal by Moda'i, the 
decision that binds the committee is 
the one taken by the cabinet. Econo- 
mics Ministry officials say Ya'acobi 
thinks that in a few days the relevant 
instructions should be issued by tbe 
Bank of Israel.

WASHINGTON. The substance 
of the recent highly-publicized con- 
versation between die Soviet and 
Israeli ambassadors in France was in 
marked contrast to the thrust of the 
four earlier meetings that Soviet 
Ambassador to the U.S. Anatoly 
Dobrynin has had with Israeli 
Ambassador to Washington Meix 
Rosenne. 

According -to authoritative di- 
plomatic sources here, the Soviet 
Ambassador in Paris, Yuli Voront- 
sov, presented Israeli Ambassador 
Ovadia Sofer with a dramatically 
different picture of Soviet policy 
toward Israel than Dobrynin had 
earlier done in the sessions with 
Rosenne. 

The contrast in the sessions has 
tended to fuel speculation here that 
Dobrynin, dean of the diplomatic 
corps here, may indeed be on bisway 
out. as Yuli Vorontsov reportedly 
told Ovadia Sofer. Vorontsov said 
he was in line to replace Dobrynin - 
a report which U-S. officials have 
described as "credible.'' 

Whether Dobrynin or Vorontsov 
'was more accurate in presenting tbe 


Soviet stance toward Israel will 
probably become fully dear only 
after Foreign Minister Yitzhak Sha- 
mir’s expected meeting with his new 
Soviet counterpart, Eduard She- 
vardnadze, at the UN General 
Assembly in September. 

Shamir had met last September 
with former Foreign Minister 
Andrei Gromyko, who was widely 
seen as Dobrynin's major benefactor 
in Moscow. Dobrynin had earlier 
been seen as a likely successor to 
Gromyko. 

Unlike the four Dobrynin- 
Rosenne meetings in Washington, 
die Vorontsov-Sofer session was 
said to have been initiated by the 
Soviet side. It took place at the home 
of Daniel Barenboim, the musician. 

Rosenne, who had requested all of 
his meetings with Dobrynin, met - 1 
with him formally at the Soviet I 
embassy in Washington. 

In an interview with this reporter 
before word of the separate meet- 
ings in Paris was leaked, Rosenne - 
had denied that the Soviets were 
easing their hostility toward Israel. 
“Unfortunately, there is absolutely 
no change in the Soviet attitude 
toward Israel." he said.

Mass immunization ends

HAIFA. - The mass immunization 
of children and pregnant women in 
the Bayside suburbs and S hfaram 
ended yesterday with health officials 
saying that more than 15,000 people 
bad been inoculated against infec- 
tious hepatitis. 

The officials reiterated that the 
vaccine needed to be given only to 
children between the ages of 5 and 
10, as well as expectant mothers. All 
of those in this category bad now 
been innoculated, they said. 

The announcement followed re- 
ports that the parents whose children 
did not foil into that age group had 
been queueing at private pharmacies 
to buy the vaccine, only to be told 
there were no stocks left. 

Those who had managed to get 
supplies complained of price differ- 
ences ranging from just over IS4.000 
for Israeli-produced vaccine, to 
nearly IS14.000 for imported vac- 
cine. 


Some of the residents also ex- 
pressed concern that the imported 
products might be contaminated by 
AIDS, but this was rejected by 
health experts who said there, was 
absolutely no cause for concern. 

Health Ministry Director-General 
Dan Michaefi promised that if there 
were any urgent cases of those need- 
ing vaccination who had not received 
it, the ministry would do its best to 
ensure supplies. . * 


Meanwhile, a five-year-old boy 
who was admitted to the Carmel 
Hospital last Monday with a severe 
case of dysentery after drinking con- 
taminated water at his home in 
Kiryat Haim is in a coma and may 
die. He is in the intensive care unit 
where his condition last night was 
described as critical. 

The Health Ministry has informed 
residents of the Bayside area that 
there is no longer any need to boil 
water before drinking it, Itim re- 
ported yesterday.

Only two of Israel's 105 Arab settle- 
ments have a sewage system. Minis- 
ter .without Portfolio Ezer Weiz- 
man's office revealed yesterday in 
announcing a new project to im- 
prove the sewage and drinking water 
in Arab villages. 

The project, which is being carried 
out by Weizman’s office and the 
Ne’eman Institute at the Technion, 
is intended to dovetail with plans 
now being prepared in the Prune 
Minister’s Office for the develop- 
ment of infrastructure in the Arab 
sector. 

Tbe research project will be 


directed by Prof. Gedalia Shalaf, 
Dean of the Environmental En- 
gineering Faculty at die Technion, 
and Peretz Dar, who in the past was 
in charge of planning Israel’s water 
system. 

Yosef Glnat, Weizman’s senior 
aide, reported that with only two out 
of 105 Arab settlements in Israel 
possessing a sewage system, sewage 
water seeps into ground water and 
drinking water in wide areas in the 
country. There is thus a persistant 
danger of the outbreak of disease 
similar to the wave of dysentery 
which recently affected the Haifa 
Bayside region. 


Northern border towns given tax break

Central bank to charge less for loans

The Bank of Israel announced 
yesterday that as of tomorrow it will 
reduce the interest it charges com- 
mercial banks for monetary loans it 
grants them. Interest rates on funds 
deposited, by the banks with the 
Bank of Israel will also be reduced. 
Some of these deposits earn no in- 
terest at all. 

Bank officials said yesterday that 


the central bank’s measure will not 
lead to any reduction of interest on 
loans and overdrafts. The central 
bank announced that it will soon 
again . increase liquidity ratios, 
absorbing IS400 billion from the 
banks. 

Since the Bank of Israel is not 
paying any interest on much of the 
commercial hanks’ deposits, the in- 
crease in liquidity ratios will prob- 
ably produce a shortage of credit.

Twenty-two people, including 
seven civilians, were questioned in 
the inquiry.

Salty diet for Negev sheep may help relieve famines

BEERSHEBA. - Scientists at the 
Ben-Gurion University of the Negev 
here are trying to perfect a special 
diet that can be used to raise sheep in 
an arid climate. The diet, composed 
of plants that can be grown with 
brackish water, may help solve the 
problem of producing food in 
famine-stricken areas of tile world. 

“One solution to the problem of 
famine is raising animals for food," 
Prof. Reuven Yagii told The Jeru- 
salem Post. Yagii. chairman of the 
Division of Basic Sciences at BGU’s 
Faculty of Medicine and a consultant 
to the UN's Food and Agriculture 
Organization, specializes in rearing 
animals in arid zones. 

For many years, Yagjl focused on 
camels. But last year, he read an 
interim report on the fodder project 


of Dr. Dov Pasternak and decided to 
add his know-how to the program- 
me. 

Pasternak, head of the university’s 
Boyko Institute and currently on a 
sabbatical in the U.S., showed that 
salt bushes can be grown on sea 
water and then be fed to sheep. The 
problem was that the sheep could 
only tolerate about half a kilo of such 
fodder a day and needed supple- 
ments. 

“Enormous interest was gener- 
ated by the project at Canada’s 
Guelpb University, which set up a 
team of experts with me and flew to 
Egypt for two weeks last August," 
Yagjl said. 

Eighty per cent of the world’s 
desert areas border the sea, Paster- 
nak had explained, so the natural 
solution to the problem of famine 
seemed to be in finding ways of 


producing food with such salt water. 
Egypt, which also bad dry areas 
along the sea, was interested, but 
wanted more substantia] data. 

“So Pasternak and I, along with 
the Canadians and my graduate stu- 
dent, planned a research project to 
see why the sheep didn’t eat the 
fodder - if they disliked the high salt 
content, for example,” Yagii told 
TkePosL 

The Canadians, he added, were 
experts at changing the taste of 
foods. 

* “I decided to take the animals 
with the highest salt tolerance, 
lambs, namely those lambs from 
areas where their mothers would 
have grazed partially on salt 
bushes," Yagjl said. 

Tlje team initially thought that the 
experiment would last only a short 
while, because all the experts agreed 


that the sheep could only tolerate 
half a kilo of salt bush a day. But six 
months later, the experts have been 
proven wrong. 


Today, the sheep (20 in all, of the 
Awassi type common to the Negev) 
consume four kilos of this salty fod- 
der a day. The control group of five 
sheep eats a kilo of hay a day. 

The salt bush-fed sheep eat more 
and drink more, but also give off 
more and weigh about a fifth less 
than the control group. 

i "The question of whether anim- 


One solution is to grow mesqmte 
trees nearby. This tree can be grown 
under the same conditions as the salt 
bush. It gives shade, it can be used 
for firewood, and its pods are sweet. 


“Each tree gives off some two tons 
of pods a year, pods which are vexy 
sweet and have a high protein con- 
tent. The sheep fed on salt bush 
fodder love the pods,” Yagfl said. 


ais can be grown on saltwater fodder 
can be answered with a “Yes”, and 
the question of whether this can be 
used in famine-stricken areas can 
equally be answered in the affirma- 
tive,” said Yagii. “The question yet 
to be resolved is how to increase the 
sheep's weight.” 


Yagii is very pleased with the 
preliminary results of this project. 
Farmers can keep sheep near their 
homes and grow a tree as well as the 
fodder, which only needs a bit of 
rainwater and lasts all year. Itcan be 
harvested several times. Water for 
the sheep is cheaper than 'ordinary 
fodder, and since the sheep don’t 
graze or walk in the sun, they need 
not drink a lot more .than usual, he . 
said.

Rabin; Defence budget down to $2.5b.

Supplies of locally-manufactured 
cigarettes are expected to be back to 
normal in shops by the weekend, die 
Industry and Trade Ministry said 
yesterday. 

The shortage developed a few 
weeks ago when Dubek, the coun- 
try’s major rigarettq maker, halted 
production for 10 days r The com- 
pany said the 41 per cent price rise 
approved by the ministry was in- 
adequate, and tobacco wholesalers 
refused to distribute the cigarettes 


because, they said, their commis- 
sions were too low. 

Dubek yesterday started working 
two full shifts per day from 7 a.m. till 
11 p.m. to overcome the shortage. 

. . David Hadad, Dubek's marketing 
manager, told The Jerusalem Post 
yesterday that the cigarette shortage 
should be completely over by Friday 
morning. 

' Tm confident that by this morn- 
ing, at title latest tomorrow morning, 
most smokers will be able to buy 
most brands in large quantities.”

Fainting teenage girls greet

A few dozen fans also waited ail 
day yesterday outside the hotel, with 
a large number of security guards 
preventing their entrance, while Boy 
George and the rest of his Culture 
Oub band gave a press conference. 

“That’s enough,” snapped Boy 
George at the many photographers 
popping cameras in his face, with his 
short hair standing on end in front of 
a white crocheted beret and his face 
heavily made up. 

Dressed in a wide black jacket 
over black pants. Boy George 
blasted the press for “using” him, 
writing “bitchy” tilings about him 
and asking “stupid questions.” Hie 
press in England, he said, was “total- 
ly unmoral.” 

Boy George arrived at the press 
conference half an hour after the rest 
of the group. “When I'm present, 
nobody asks the other three any- 
thing,” he explained. Culture Club 
drummer John Moss, who had been 
to Israel recently, told the journalists 
that be felt great to be back and that 
he intended to tour Jerusalem. 

When Boy George joined the 
press conference, be minced no 
words when asked about the femi- 
nine style of dressing that has been 
his hallmar k. 


“I never wear a dress,” be snap- 
ped. “It’s a long shirt. Yes, this is 
1985 and this is the fashion now. 
You, for instance,” be said to one 
questioner, “probably think you're 
pretty outrageous, wearing that 
bright blue shirt, which you'd never 
have dared to wear ten years ago. It’s 
just a matter of doing things before 
everyone else.'] 

- Boy George explained that before 
he was famous, he used his appear- 
ance to get attention and now that 
he's a star he uses it to his advantage . 

“But the important tiring is how 
many albums you sell and we’ve sold 
some 21 mil H on. You have to sepa- 
rate the way I look from my music,” 
he said. 

Boy George said that he thought 
rock stars Prince and David Bowie 
brilliant, and that he was influenced 
• by Joe Cocker, Gladys Knight and 
many other veteran singers, while he 
did not thmk modi of contemporary 
groups. 

He explained that he gives a spec- 
tacular mow to make the audience, 
most of which lead boring lives, 
happy. “1 have a great life, a great 
job and a great show. The main tiring 
is to live and be happy,” be said.

At the Yemin Oide religious 
youth sooth of Haifa, Ethiopian 
youngsters who comprise over a 
quarter of- the 400 boarders are 
accepted and treated as felly fledged 
Jews. 

Staff at the village, led by director 
Dr. Chaim Peri, made no attempt to 
conduct symbolic conversions or 
press the chfidren to undergo ritual 
immersion in the mikve. But they do 
encourage the Ethiopians to partici- 
pate in rehgious rituals, while intro- 
ducing them toheJocha (Jewish law). 

“If we did not accept the youngs- 
ters as full members of the oemunutt* 
ity they would not beable to identify 
with us arid, as a consequence; all 
our efforts as educators would be 
wasted. We would simply not be able 
to get through to them, said Dr. Peri. ; 

He explained that it was the policy 
of the centre, with the full backing of 
Youth Atiyah, to protect the youngs- 
ters as much as possible from the 
controversial subject of symbolic 
conversion. 

This policy seems to have paid 
dividends and the response from the 
youngsters' proves it. Their motiva- 
tion is high, with many of the chil- 
dren staying up until the early hours 
studying: 

More than 20 graduates are serv- 
ing in the Israel Defence Forces, 
most in elite units. 

The village has been taking in 
young Ethiopian- immigrants be- 
tween the ages of 11 and 19 for the 
past five years audits staff are consi- 
dered to be among the most experi- 
enced in dealing with these newcom- 
ers 

It is also the centre’s policy to 

draw a line between the chfidren and 

the Ehiopian community in general, 
although the youngsters are encour- 
aged to visit members of their family 
and friends outride the village. 

Pressure was placed on Youth 
Aliyah to-conduct the symbolic con- 
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veisian.-whfle .the youngsters were in 
a controlled environment such as the 
Yemin Orde Centre and other 
. Youth Aliyah villages. 

But this w as resisted on the 
grounds that the youngsters should 
-not be forced into becoming the 
leaders of the community on such 
a controversial issue. 

Peri said be had beard of cases 
where chfidren who had undergone 
the conversion had subsequently 
been threatened by members of their 
community and accused of betraying 
their elders. 

‘There is a passage in Exodus 
which mentions that the young 
would lead the old out of the land of 
bondage,” he said. 

“While this was justified in the 
Ethiopian exodus, where it was most 
often the young who came first, we 
believeihat now that they arc here in 
Israel the roles should be revetsed. If 
there is a general problem, it should 
be tackled by the elders of the com- 
munity, rather than the other way 
round. Certainly we do not wish to 
break up the hierarchy ,” he added. 

How did Peri, an orthodox per- 
son, reconcile this policy of non- 
interference with the Chief Rabbin- 
ate’s former ruling that the Ethio- 
pian immigrants should undergo 
symbolic conversion? 


He -agreed that the problem had 
weighed on Iris mind and he had 
sought advice from rabbinical au- 
thorities. 

“I was told that it was sufficient for 
the children, when they go through 
their Bar Mitzvah ceremony, to 
promise to keep all the laws. This 
seems to me a beautiful solution, bat 
unfortunately h cannot apply to the 
older children or the adults,” he 
said. ' 

The undercurrents of the unrest 
! are felt, even at the centre. 

Naftali, age 16, came to Israel 
from the Gondar region 18 months 
ago, leaving his family behind. He 
has relatives and friends in Israel but 
his parents, brothers and sisters are 
stiH in Ethiopia and are not allowed 
to leave. 

Naftali said that although he felt at 
home among all the other children at 
the village, he still identifies himself 
with the rest of the Ethiopian com- 
munity and their opposition to the 
symbolic conversions. 

“I do not think it is fair that we 
should be asked to undergo what 
amounts to ctrcamcision twice in our 
lives. We are Jews in the full and true 

• sense of the word,” he said:

But Elazar appeared confident ab- 
out such a situation. “If there are 
problems with individuals then we 
can deal with that,” the Ethiopian 
leader said. He added that if, on the 
other hand, the rabbis expected ev- 
ery member of the community to 
undergo the symbolic con version 
ceremony, the Ethiopians would 
have to deride os further steps. 

He stressed that when he spoke of 

‘"further steps,” he was thinking of 
peaceful and legal measures, noting 
that such threatened actions as 
suicide or leaving the country were 
not acceptable to him.

No operations, outpatients - sick to be sent home tomorrow 

Hospitals to go on emergency footing 


All of foe country's hospitals are 
to-go onto an emergency footing as 
of tomorrow, and all but foe most 
seriously ill patients noli be sent 
home. 

The director-general of the Health 
Ministry, Dan Michaeb, yesterday 
sent a directive to this effect to 
government and public hospitals 
throughout foe country. 

Meanwhile. Health Minister Mor- 
dechai Gur warned yesterday that 


the entire health system is in danger 
of collapse unless fends are forth- 
coming immediately. 

“For two days now we have been 
trying to find a solution to the prob- 
lem of renewing foe flow of funds to 
the health system, but to no avail” 
Gur said. He added that “it is a 
public scandal that the old and foe 
sick will be denied treatment be- 
cause of foe holdback of funds." 

According to the Health Minis- 
try's instructions, all surgical opera- 


tions and medical tests will cease - 
with the exception of urgent heart 
surgery. 

Outpatients clinics will not func- 
tion, except to provide ongoing 
treatment to cancer patients, women 
undergoing long-term fertility treat- 
ment and soldiers. 

All except foe most seriously ill 
patients will be sent home, and foe 
hospitals will receive new directives 
governing foe admission of new pa- 
tients. (Itim)

For four years, clients in a cafe 
near the Old City's Damascus Gate 
have thought that the waiter. Abed 
Sahiman. aged 51 . was an Arab. But 
yesterday, it turned out that he is a 
Jew who left bis home in Bnei Brak 
four years ago and settled down in 
East Jerusalem where he lived as an 
Arab. 

The surprising discovery was a 
spin-off of the detention of two boys 
suspected of picking pockets. While 
they were being questioned in foe 
Old City police station, one of foe 
boys glanced at foe bulletin board 
with its pictures of missing persons. 
When Jerusalem police commander 
Roland Dayan asked foe boy if he 


recognized any of ihem, he said: 
“That one’s nor a Jew. he’s an 
Arab.” He then told Dayan the man 
worked in the cafe. 

Under police questioning, the 
waiter at fast denied he was a miss- 
ing person, but he finally broke 
down and confessed he was really 
Rene Hamotu Shimoni from Bnei 
Brak. In 1981, he decided to leave 
his home and start a new life. He 
found a place to live in Wadi Joz and 
got the cafe job. 

Shimoni, alias Sahiman. told foe 
police: “I got fed up. There was 
nothing for me to do in Bnei Brak.” 
(Itim). 


Shekem accountant arrested for bribery 


TEL AVIV (Itim). -The head of foe 
Shekem marketing chain's account- 
ing department, Zie’ev Rotman, was 
remanded yesterday by foe Tel Aviv 
Magistrates Court on suspicion of 
bribery and foreign currency viola- 
tions. ' 

A police investigator charged that 
Rotman received “large sums” of 
dollars from Mosbe Prusman, owner 
of an import company for Sharp 
electrical products. (Prusman was 
himself arrested last week as a sus- 
pect in import duty violations.) 

The police representative told the 
court yesterday that Rotman utilized 
his position to give Prusman and his 


companies - Prusman-Sharp and 
Prusman Leasing - preference in 
obtaining an open-ended SI. 5 mil- 
lion loan from Shekem. 

They claimed that in return for foe 
preference Rotman showed Prus- 
man, foe accounting chief received a 
large personal loan as well as Sharp 
appliances. 

The investigator also charged that 
Rotman improperly managed 
Shekem's payments of VAT, income 
tax, and National Insurance to his 
personal benefit. 

The police also charged Rotman 
with illegal foreign currency transac- 
tions, and with smuggling foreign 
currency abroad.

imported, the balance paid by the 
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Ashkelon ‘Club’ offers clean, well-organized fun for all ages 


In the pool a few dozen bathers 
are waving their arms under the 
direction of a shapely blond instruc- 
tor as the music blares away. Near- 
tty, a teenage girl is learning fencing, 
and further afield two pot-bellied 
men are having archery lessons. 
Oub Ashkelon is in full swing. 

Located on 32,000 square metres 
of choice seaside property near foe 
Ashkelon National Park, foe Ashke- 
lon Holiday Village makes no secret 
of foe fact that it takes much of its 
inspiration from the international 
dub Mediterranee, .to the point 
where it is popularly known as' foe 
“French Village.” 

Although it is 18 years old, foe 
village underwent extensive renova- 
tions when it was taken over three' 
years ago by Harry Lonay, who was 
forced to leave a diving centre he had 
built ap at Shann a-Sbeflth. Accord- 
tog to Lonay, foe physical repairs 
were only part of foe battle. He also 


had to eject the local mafia, who had 
acquired a foothold in foe place. 

Indeed, with Ashkelon’s reputa- 
tion for its vandalism and petty 
thievery, it is well .to know that foe 
village has eight full-time guards. 
One of them politely but firmly asks 
your business when you drive in. Hie 
truth is, with a constant schedule of 
sports activities and nightly enter- 
tainment lasting until dawn, one is 
hardly aware that Ashkelon is there 
a tall. 

In addition to, and secondary to, 
the sports facilities and foe beadt are 
192 rooms, most with twin beds, but 
a few with four beds. The rooms are 
small and ample, but dean and 
well-kept, and they have air- 
conditioning. Geariy, guests are not 
expected to spend much time there. 

Instead, they can participate in foe 
daily exercise circuit which has. in 
addition to foe instructor, strategi- 
cally place signs to tell you what and 
how much to do for each activity. 


They can also go out with a surf- 
board or a kayak, or get into foe 
French tradition with a game of 
boules. The kids have their own 
organized activities and seem to be 
happy with them. The only items not 
free for all guests are horseback 
riding, windsurfing and massages. 

Though the image the village 
seems to promote is one of foe 
beautiful young adults, foe reality is 
one of solid family groups. At an 
evening dance, at least half foe cou- 
ples appeared to be parents dancing 
with small children. This was fol- 
lowed by a “cabaret" in French and 
Hebrew, the two languages that are 
most in use, although most of foe 
staff seem to know English as well. 
■ For foe all-nighters, there is a disco 
ti)l dawn on a terrace overlooking 
foe sea. 

Another aspect that becomes im- 
mediately apparent is that evety- 
thing is well-organized. Activities 


take place as announced, foe horses 
are well cared for, and foe shrubbery 
well-trimmed. 

Meals, included in foe price, seem 
noisy and hectic, but the food is good 
and plentiful and it appears on the 
table fast. The food is not kosher, 
but no pork or shellfish are served. 
Cheese, though, appears at every 
meal, as does wine. 

AH this is not dirt cheap, but it is 
not overly expensive either. High 
season rates are S49 per person, if 
you can manage to find room during 
August, but they go down to $44 in 
September and $40 in October, the 
time that Lonay says is the most 
beautiful in Ashkelon in any case. 
Children get a 25 per cent discount 
during July and August and a 50 per 
cent reduction during foe rest of the 
year. The village is open from April 
through October. For information 
call 051-36733.

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Rioting continues across South Africa 

Over 440 held under emergency rule 


JOHANNESBURG (Reuter). - 
South African police said yesterday 
they are holding at least 441 people 
under new emergency powers^ as 
more raids were mounted against 
government opponents and rioting 
flared again in black townships. 

The 441, who include leaders of 
the anti-apartheid United Democra- 
tic Front (UDF), churchmen, trade 
unionists and other opponents of the 
government, can all be held inde- 
finitely for interrogation, without 
access to relatives or lawyers. 

The number of detainees, most of 
them black, does not include those 
held briefly then freed, or those 
arrested during rioting on such 
charges as public violence and arson. 

“This is now a declaration of war 
on the people in the townships,’' a 
spokesman for the detainees' Pa- 
rents Support Committee, a civil 
rights group which monitors deten- 
tions, told Reuters yesterday. 

Rioting continued unabated 
across South Africa yesterday. 
Police said they arrested at least 36 
blacks Monday nigbt and yesterday 
on charges ranging from arson to 
public violence and wounded several 
others when they fired birdshot, rub- 
ber bullets and teargas. 

Shops were looted, vehicles and 
buildings set alight and the homes of 
black councillors attacked with pet- 
rol bombs and stones, police said. 


Nine people have died in unrest 
since the emergency came into 
effect, according to police figures. 

Eyewitnesses said police yester- 
day raided the Johannesburg offices 
of the UDF, the main internal group 
fighting white minority rule, detain- 
ing one UDF official and seizing 
documents. 

At Kwatliema township east of 
Johannesburg yesterday, up to 
50,000 blacks streamed to the funer- 
al of 15 recent victims of unrest while 
troops and police mounted £ show of 
force with constant patrols in 
armoured personnel carriers. 

But the crowd dispersed peaceful- 
ly, following an appeal by Nobel 
Peace Prize winner Bishop De- 
smond Tutu. 

Also attending was Keith Sutton, 
Bishop of Lichfield in Britain and an 
emissary of the Archbishop of Can- 
terbury. 


Addressing the crowd. Tutu refer- 
red to a woman who was beaten to 
death and burnt is nearby Duduza 
because she was suspected of being a 
spy. 

“If we use methods such as we saw 
in Duduza on Saturday then I am 
going to coflea my family and leave 
a country I love passionately,” he 
said. “I am not a politician. I speak 
from the Bible.” 

Britain yesterday urged South 
Africa to free black nationalist lead- 
er Nelson Mandela and end its state 
of emergency in "‘bold steps" to 
peace on the continent. 

In a major speech to the Royal 
Commonwealth Society in London, 
Foreign Secretary Sir Geoffrey’ 
Howe attacked the racial segrega- 
tion system as abhorrent but strongly 
opposed Western economic sanc- 
tions against the Pretoria govern- 
ment. 


2 charged in Greenpeace ship bombing 


WELLINGTON (Reuter). - New 
Zealand police yesterday charged 
two people with the sabotage of the 
Greenpeace protest ship Rainbow 
Warrior and the murder of a man on 
board. 

They said tbe pair would appear in 
an Auckland court today charged 
with murdering Dutch citizen Fer- 
nando Pereira, 33, and with arson 


and conspiracy to commit arson. 

Police would not identify the two, 
but said the arson charges related to 
twin explosive blasts that sank tbe 
convened trawler in Auckland har- 
bour on July 10 and killed Pereira. 

The vessel was to have headed a 
“peace fleet” to French Polynesia to 
protest against France’s nuclear test- 
ing there.

COPENHAGEN (AP) - Military 
experts yesterday detonated a 
powerful bomb found in a harbour 
canal, boors ater two explosions pit- 
ted a U.S. airline office and dam- 
aged a synagogue in central 
Copenhagen. 

The bomb was fished out of the 
Nyhavn canal where it bad been 
dropped in a flight bag marked 
Northwest Orient, the airline whose 
office was one of the targets of the 
terrorist bombings Monday. 

Police refnsed to speculate 
whether terrorists bad planned to set 
off the third bomb but abandoned 
the idea and tossed it in the water in 
their haste to leave Cppenhagen- 

The Shi’ite Moslem organization 
Islamic Jihad c laim ed in Beirut it set 
off Monday’s bombs in retaliation 
for Israeli raids in southern Leba- 


non. 

Twenty-seven people were in- 
jured in tbe attacks. Four Algerians 
and a Jordanian were still in hospital 
yesterday. And police said one of the 
Algerians, with burns over 85 per 
cent of his body, remained on the 
critical list. 


Copenhagen police inspector 
Wo liner Peterseh said yesterday 
there was no trace of the terrorists 
after six foreigners, detained on 
Monday, were released after ques- 
tioning. 

Petersen considered it likely that 
the terrorists had escaped Denmark 
during the first few hours after the 
explosion, but he said the hunt was

Fail to agree on reunion agenda 

Lawmakers in two Koreas 


hold 1st meeting in 40 years 


PANMUNJOM (Reuter)’. - Parlia- 
mentarians from North .and’ South 
Korea met yesterday for the first 
time in 40 years to arrange talks on 
reunifying the Korean peninsula, 
but failed to agree on an agenda. 

After more than two hours of talks 
in Panmunjom border village, the 
two sides agreed in principle for. 
plenary sessions between 11 law- 
makers from each side to be held 
alternately in Seoul and Pyongyang. 

North Korea said it would not 
refuse to discuss a Southern proposal 
for drafting a unified constitution for 
Korea, divided since the 1950-53 
Korean War. 

But South Korea refused to agree 
to a Northern proposal for a non- 
aggression pact, saying it should be 
discussed by government author- 
ities.

NEW DELHI (Reuter). - Prime 
Minister Rajiv Gandhi met top Sikh 
leader Harchand Singh Longowal 
yesterday in a new bid to break a 
. tiuec^year-oW deadlock over the cri- 
sis in Punjab state. 

An official spokesman told repor- 
ters tbe two leaders held talks with- 
out aides for 30 minutes yesterday 
morning in Gandhi’s office in Parlia- 
ment. 

The meeting was the first since 
negotiations between the Sikhs and 
the government were broken off 17 
months ago. 

Tbe spokesman quoted both Gan- 
dhi and Longowal as saying of their 
talks : “The meeting went off well.” 

The meeting was held at Gandhi's 
initiative. Two weeks ago the 40- 
year-old leader told a press confer- 
ence he thought the chances of a 
return to normality in Punjab were ■_ 
very high and he praised Longowal 
for his moderate stand. 

Yesterday’s .talks came four 
months, after Gandhi launched a 
series of conciliatory steps aimed at 
restoring peace in the Sikh-majority 
state bordering Pakistan . pledging to 
give the task top priority. 

Gandhi told his ruling Congress 
(I) Party on Monday the Punjab 
problem was well on the way to 
being resolved. He said people in 
' Punjab had responded favourably to 
the concessions. 

Longowal has said full negotia- 
tions with the government cannot 
start 7 until his party’s, outstanding 


demands were met. 

The government conceded one 
demand yesterday when it scrapped 
special courts set up in Punjab to 
-hold dosed trials of suspected Sikh 
extremists. The term of the courts 
had been doe to expire yesterday. 

Longowal, president of the mainjP 
Sikh political party, was released in 
March along with other Sikh leaders 
held after troops stormed the holiest 
Sikh shrine, Amritsar’s Golden 
Temple, in June last year to flush out 
extremists. 

Meanwhile, India has protested to 
P akistan over recent attempts by 
Pakistani troops to dislodge Indian 
forces from positions in the disputed 
Siachen Glacier area on their bor- 
der; Defence Minister P.V. 
Narashimha Rao told Parliament 
yesterday. 

In another development, at least 
seven people were reported killed I 
yesterday in clashes as interfaith vio- 
lence spread to a northern Indian 
district, the United News of India 
reported. 

The news agency said an indefinite 
curfew was ordered in the district of 
Sabaranpur, 150 kilometres north- 
east of New Delhi, following an 
outbreak of sectarian fighting , which 
claimed five lives. 

Two people were killed in 
Moriem-Hindu street battles in the 
western Indian dty of Ahmedabad, 
increasing the weeklong death toll in 
bloody communal violence to at 
. least 36, UNI reported.

NEW DELHI (AP). - India’s avia- 
tion minister said yesterday investi- 
gators had not determined . what 
caused an Air India jumbo jet to 
crash last month near Ireland, killing 
afl 329 people on board. 

The minister, Ashok Gehlot, told 
Parliament that despite intensive ex- 
amination of the “black boxes” from 
the downed jetliner, “no definite 
dues have come so far.” 

Gehlot told lawmakers that gov- 
ernment investigators probing the 
July 23 crash, the third worst in 


aviation history, would submit are- 
port on their findings by December 
30. . 


After examining the recorders, 
both Indian and foreign investiga- 
tors said they were still unable to say 
what caused the crash or whether the 
plane was sabotaged. 


They said the investigation would 
now focus on the wreckage of the 
plane and voice tapes recorded by air 
controllers at Shannon International 
Airport in Ireland.

Soviet bombing of rebel positions in week that guerrilla attacks on Com- 


NEW YORK (AP). - Amnesty In- 
ternational said in a report issued in 
New York yesterday that “torture is 
widespread and systematic in Tur- 
key.” 

The London-based international 
human rights group said its conclu- 
sions were based on thousands of 
allegations from a wide range of 
sources, as well as the first-hand 
testimony of victims. In some cases, . 
the testimony was supported by 
medical findings, it said. 

“Anybody detained in tbe country 
for political reasons is at great risk of 
being tortured, mid very few de- 
tainees are not subjected to some 
form of ill-treatment in police sta- 
tions, security forces' interrogation 
and detentions centres and prisons,” 


tiie report said. 

Amnesty said the allegations of 
torture in Turkey increased greatly 
after the military coup of 1980 and 
subsequent mass detentions, which 
numbered 178,565 according to the 
Turkish daily MUIiyet. 

Torture allegations gradually 
diminished in the years following the 
coup, but reports of maltreatment 
are still being received. 

Amnesty International said a 
majority of the torture allegations 
relate to political detainees, and “in 
most cases torture is reported to 
have been inflicted by the police in 
police stations.” 

But the human rights organization 
said it also received reports of people 
being tortured at facilities run by the 
armed forces.

Iran’s ambassadors told to find new allies 


LONDON (Reuter). - Iran’s ambas- 
sadors have been formally instructed 
to find new allies for their country, 
part of a diplomatic offensive laun- 
ched to reverse international caution 
towards the six-year-old Islamic re- 
public. 

“Seek new allies around the 
globe,” President Ali Khamenei told 
a gathering of Iranian diplomats on 
home leave in Teheran on Monday, 
the Iranian News Agency (Irna) re- 
ported. 

The agency report, received in 
London, quoted Prime Minister 
Mh-Hossein MousaVi as telling the 
group yesterday that animosities 
aroused by the 1979 revolution had 
led foreign governments to support 
groups opposing the Islamic govern- 
ment. 

“This support will continue as 
long as we have not reached recon- 
ciliation with them,” Mousavi said. 

Both Khamenei and Mousavi 
stressed the stability of the Iranian 
government, which has not faced 
any severe internal challenges for 
more than three years. 

In recent months, top Iranian offi- 
cials have toured not only Iran’s 


traditional radical Arab allies, bat 
conservative Arab countries, Africa, 
Latin America and Asia. 

Reoondtiatory signals have even 
been sent to “satans” of the early 
revolutionary years - France, the- 
U.S. and the Soviet Union. 

Irna, however, quoted Musavi as 
saying: “Tim Islamic republic, while 
expanding its relations with the 
world, should never forget the para- 
mount principle of neither East nor 
West.” 

This non-aligned policy was insti- 
tuted with the revolution .in 1979, 
and since then, Khamenei said, 
“useful ties” had been established 
with other countries. 

“Despite mistakes made in the 
country’s foreign policy, top politi- 
cians here believe that Iran’s di- 
plomacy has been successful," be 
said. 

Analysts have linked the diploma- 
tic offensive to the current stalemate 
in the Iran-Iraq war, partly caused 
by Iran's difficulty in procuring arms 
and spare parts. 

Meanwhile, Iraqi troops repelled 
a dawn attack by Iranian forces in 
the central Gulf War sector yester-

‘‘Many adults spend 20 per cent of 
their lives without social purpose,” 
he writes. 

Putting sodal purpose into old age 
is a concern only recently appreci- 
ated. Many old people receive nega- 
tive feedback and tend to accept a 
negative stereotype of themselves. 
They ask themselves: “What have I 
accomplished in my life? What use 
am I now that 1 am old?” Their 
self-esteem is adversely influenced 
by the stigma of being old. 

“Stigma dehumanizes and breaks 
the continuity of past, present and 
future by isolating the elderly,” 
writes Cefia Weisman, professor of 
gerontology at Yeshiva University. 
She also points to foe spiritual needs 
of foe elderly winch have been given 
foe least attention by professionals. 

THE JEWISH content of the prob- 
lem was emphasized by several 
speakers at foe symposium. Bernard 
Isaacs, professor of geriatric medi- 
cine at foe University of Birming- 
ham in England, thought it was im- 
portant for the “mental wefl-6emg”

of foe Jewish aged to give them a 
Jewish environment where their reli- 
gious needs are provided for. 

Throughout foe centuries, there- 
fore, the old were not a separate 
class with needs outside foe family. 
Today, the situation is changing. “In 
an age in which we now have to think 
for foe first time of two generations 
in retirement," said Rabbi Jakobo- 
vits, “looking after foe elderly is 
bound to create problems wmch 
many a family can no longer solve on 
its own without communal support 
and professional assistance.” He be- 
lieves that more effort and resources 
should be devoted enabling people 
“to fulfil their potential and to retain 
their independence with dignity for 
as long as possible within foie family 
setting.”

In foe U.S., where 60 per cent of 
all Diaspora Jews live, there is a total 
Jewish population of 5,697,000. of 
whom 16 per cent are over 65, mak- 
ing it younger than most of the other 
Diaspora groups. But even if foe 
fertility of U.S. Jews were to rise to 
replacement level (2.1 children per 
couple), foe proportion of Jewish 
elderly will still grow from 14 per 
cent in 1975 to 16-17 per cent in 15 
years- 

Argentinian Jewry, because of 
very low fertility, high assimilation 
and emigration, is declining quickly. 

Among South African Jewry, the 
fertility rate in foe 1960s and 1970s 
exceeded that of any other large 
Diaspora population of mainly 
European extraction , while assimfla- 
tory losses have been relatively 
small. However, there has been a 
tendency towards emigration. Ab- 
out 11,000 Jews (or 10 per cent of foe 
Jewish population) immigrated to 
Israel alone during the past two 
decades. However, this trend has 
now abated. 

In Australia and New Zealand, 
foe total of elderly Jews is projected 
to grow from 11,500 in 1975 to 

14.000 in 1990 - an increase of 
almost a quarter -but to return again 
to its 1975 level in 2000. 

The Soviet Union, from a high of 

2.268.000 persons who reported 
themselves as Jews in 1959, foe cen- 
sus of 1970 showed only 2,151.000. ; 
By 1979, the figured dropped to 
1,811,000. About 175,000 of foe loss 
can be attributed to emigration. Fi- 
gures on foe age distribution are 
unavailable, but foe population is 
certainly aging, with an excess of 
deaths over births. 

Eastern Europe (excluding foe 
Soviet Union) is foe most severe 
example of decline. It was most 
affected by foe Holocaust and by 
emigration after World War II. A 
Rumanian physician at foe sympo- 
sium presented foe figure of 26,000 
registered Jews in Rumania, of 
whom 80 per cent are over 40. 

Only in Israel are there promising 
signs of growth. Prof. Roberto Badri 
of foe Hebrew University believes 
that by 2025 there will be as many 
Jews in Israel as in foe Diaspora. 
Their age structure shows many 
more young persons than in any 
large Diaspora region, except for 
Asia and North Africa. * 

In foe next 15 years, foe propor- 
tion of elderly Jews win remain static 
- about 10 per cent. The number of 
old people wifi rise, but so wfll foe 
total Jewish population. There will 
be . a dramatic rise among foe old- 
old, whose numbers will increase by 
150 per cent between 1975 and 2000

Sex differences that count 


ONCE PEOPLE have more or less 
made up their minds what breed of 
dog they want, the next question 
they usually ponder is whether they 
want a male or a female. This is a 
serious question and deserves some 
careful consideration. 

Of course, if the dog you have just 
happened to fell into your fife, and 
believe me. this is foe case in far 
more human-dog relationships than 
one would imagine, then you've got 
what you've got. and you want to 
know more about foe special needs 
of whatever sex your animal “hap- 
pened” to you.

The showing 7 could understand; 
you have to go where the shows are. 
But knowing little at the time about 
gene pools, in-breeding, line- 
breeding and all the other things that 
real breeders are concerned with. I 
asked her one day why she had only 
bitches and nary a stud dog of here 
own. 

With a look of disdain she 
answered. “Bitches are a proper 
animal for the home, not male dogs. 
A male dog has four feet, my dear, 
and those four feet are there to 
remind him of the four important 
things in his life. Food. sex. sex and 
food!" 

There is no arguing that she had a 
point. In fact, with a few exceptions, 
the top professional dog handlers 
keep a bitch as their own personal 
pet. Bitches are gentler, more amen- 
able. responsive and loyal. They are 
attached both to foe owner and foe 
home, and if you should forget to 
close the gate, then in most cases 
when you come home, foe bitch will 
be sitting on the doorstep, while foe 
dog will be off looking for his own 
adventures. 

In general, foe care is foe same, 
although dogs are a bit slower to 
catch on to house training than bitch- 
es. and even when trained, they need 
to be walked somewhat more often. 
This is a physiological necessity 
which runs throughout the mamma- 
lian world; and anyone who has ever 
travelled in mixed company knows 
that it holds true right np to the 
human. 

Male dogs will also, at times, lift a 
leg in a most inappropriate place, 
because urination is for them not 
only relief of bladder pressure, but 
also a way of marking territory, and 
they are easily stimulated to do so by 


Missed chance to nab Mengele

VIENNA-BASED Nazi-bunter 
Simon Wiesenfoai, foe man whom 
Laurence Olivier played in foe film 
77ieBoj«jrom Brazil, is in a despon- 
dent mood these days. Interviewed 
by telephone from Jerusalem, 
Wiesenthal said that Dr. Josef 
Mengele, foe notorious Auschwitz 
physician, could certainly have been 
caught as far back as 21 years ago. At 
that time reliable information had 
readied Wiesenthal that Mengele’s 
contact in Germany and financial 
supporter was foe manager of the 
family firm in Guenzberg, Hans 
Sedhneier. Setfijneier was reported 
to be in contact with Mengele in 
Latin America, both directly as well 
as via Mengele’s former wife in foe 
north-Italian resort town of Merano. 

“I informed the prosecutor- 
general in Frankfort, Dr. Fritz 
Bauer, on July 20, 1964 accordingly, 
and I am sending you the facsimile of 
that letter,” Wiesenfoai told me. “I 
pointed out that according to my 
information, Sedhneier had last met 


Mengele six weeks earlier.” 

Dr. Bauer replied without delay - 
on July 23, 1964 - claiming that foe 
Bonn authorities were aware Sedl- 
meier had met Josef Mengele repe- 
atedly, but did not know about that 
last meeting. 

“We might possibly ay this or 
that,’- foe German chief prosecutor 
wrote in conclusion and Wiesenthal 
has facsimiles of both letters. 

“Had foe German police Sha- 
dowed Sedhneier, as I thought they 
would; had they tapped his phone 
and checked Us correspondence, 
they could probably have traced 
Mengele’s whereabouts,” is Wiesen- 
thal's conclusion. “It just was an 
atypical case of lack of German 
thoroughness.” 

Now that foe facts have been re- 
vealed, foe world knows that Sedl- 
meier lied brazenly in bis evidence 
given before a West German court at 
Utm in December 1971. He gave 
testimony in the case of foe prelimin- 
ary investigation against Mengele,

odours. This is especially true if they 
visit premises occupied by another 
dog of either sex. 

As for foe females, the drawback 
most people see is that she comes 
into estrus twice a year. This is a 
special problem, and, I admit, if the 
bitch is to be walked by the children, 
then she had best be gjveD injections 
to prevent estrus or surgically 
spayed. By the way. that is the word, 
“spayed", not “spaded", as one so 
often hears. 

I personally prefer bitches in their 
natural state but if they must be 
prevented from going into season, 
then I think that spaying is far prefer- 
able to the hormonal injections. The 
injections do have a variety of side 
effects, often in later life, and though 
a good many vets ignore this when 
advising foe procedure, foe truth is 
foe truth. However, since many peo- 
ple have an emotional objection to 
surgical sterilization , foe vets go with 
the tide and advise a few shots to 
handle foe matter. 

IF A BITCH is to be cared for by an 
adult, then estrus is not foe big 
horror people think : It's true that 
you have to observe precautions 40 
days a year,, but I think foe bitch 
makes up for this during foe other 
325 days. There are a few tricks that 
helpm handling the estrus bitch that 
are worth knowing. 

First of all, it is foe scent that 
attracts dogs, and this scent is. for 
foe most part, deposited in the urine. 
Ergo, if you let foe bitch urinate 
around foe house, then foe dogs are 
going to put you under siege. A bitch 
in season should be walked on leash 
and taken a good distance from foe 
house to an appropriate area. This 
could be an empty lot, a wooded 
place or even the garden of your 
chief enemy. 


When the bitch has finished reliev- 
ing herself, her hindquarters and her 
feet should be sprayed with a good 
spray obtained for this purpose at 
your pet shop. If you cannot get it, 
then use oil of citronella in an ato- 
miser. This same material should be 
lightly sprayed on foe doorstep and 
foe door jambs of the house to 
discourage dogs from sniffing 
around. 

The spraying is important, and it 
is 'a good idea to protect rugs and 
furniture from droplets of blood, 
although some bitches are so clean 
they leave no traces. However, in 
foe'house foe bitch can be protected 
with an ordinary disposable diaper 
or with a pair of cotton children's 
underpants of proper size. The slit in 
foe front of the panties for boys 
makes a good hole to put the tail out 
through. Some people, of course, 
just put the bitch in a commercial 
kennel for a couple of weeks. This is 
expensive but foe easier way. 

The average term of estrus is 21 
days, but most bitches have a cycle of 
about 7 days bleeding, then 7 days 
actual estrus. then another 7 days of 
very mild bleeding. The midcUe 7 
days are the ones in which she is both 
most attractive to dogs and most 
receptive to their advances. 

Nonetheless, if you do take the 
above precautions, then the whole 
affair can pass by without much 
bother. On the other hand, the male 
dog is sexed up 365 days a year, and 
while he neither attracts suitors nor 
presents you with unwanted pup- 
pies, he tends to take off after foe 
smell of every bitch in town, gets into 
fights and comes home maided and 
in a state of disrepute and is too often 
not there when you want him to be.

TFT AVIV. - A politician from far- 
off Winnipeg. 25-year-old Gordon 
Orlikow, emerged last night as the 
"Iron man” of the 12th Maccabiah 
games. Orlikow won the decathlon 
gold medal for Canada, with 7141 
points, beating two Americans, 
Brian Mondschein and Mark Kibort, 
with 7024 and 6921 points respec- 
tively. 

Orlikow. who is ranked 4tb in 
Canada, is team captain of the Cana- 
dian athletics squad.

It was a double celebration for the 
Canadian gold medallist last night, 
as he also announced his engagment 
to Leslie, the girl friend who came all 
the way from Winnipeg to see her 
champion in action. 

The other hero of the night at the 
Hadar Yosef stadium was Orit 
Kolodny of Kfar Sava. The pretty 
19-year-old soldier won the 400m. in 
a new- Maccabiah record time of 
55.85 seconds. For Orit it was third 
time lucky, as she had already won 
two silver medals, behind the British 
Oyer Lisa Goreeght. It was Kolod- 
nv's best time ever. “I really did not 
expect it.” she said, after her win 
over Andrea Fuchs of Argentine 
(57.26) and Nora Ben Melech. of 
Israel. 57.53 seconds. 

A second important gold medal 
for Israel was won by Mark Handels- 
man in the SOOm. Jeff Kaye, 25, of 
Britain, the defending Maccabiah 
champion was favoured to win and 
took an early lead.

“Look, that’s Mitch!” “Isn’t be 
gorgeous?” “Look at those shoul- 
ders!” • . 

These are the comments one hears 
as Mitch Gaylord makes his eagerly 
awaited appearance at last to give a 
short exhibition at the gymnastic 
competition at the Maccabiah in 
Jerusalem’s Goldberg Sports Hall. 

He is without a doubt a star. This 
image of him was bom at the 1984 
Olympic Games, where his wonder- 
ful performance helped Ids team to 
beat the prestigious Chinese gym-., 
nasts for the team gold 'medal, to 
give the U.S. their first victory in 80 
yeais. ' - 

When he took part in the. 1981 
Maccabiah, he swept the boards and 
captured gold medals in all the cate- 
gories. 

As befits a star, he is constantly 
surrounded by eager youngsters 
seeking his autograph and by a .bevy 
of admiring girls, ’some of whom 
were sporting pink T-shirts with 
MITCH across the.bosom. He gives 
all his fens a smile and an autograph 
and sends them away ecstatic. 

Gaylord was invited by the Macca- 
biah Committee, along with Mark 
Spitz, to come to die Games as a 
dignitary. He is not competing, but 
is giving very short exhibitions, 
which merely whet the appetite, at 
the end of the day's oompentions. 

Unfortunately, even to the un- 
trained eye, one is all too aware of 
the gap between bds level of perform- 
ance and that of those taking part in 
the Maccabiah. 

He is 24 years old and is studying 
'history at U.C.L.A. (University 
College of Los Angeles). He has a 
little over a year left before receiving 
his degree, but has opted td post- 
pone his studies as he pursues his 
career in another direction. 

The Gaylord family live in Los 
Angeles. His family’s name was ori- 
ginally Goldstein, and it was 
changed to Gaylord three genera- 
tions ago. Hie does not know the 
specific reason why the name was 
changed. His great grandparents 
came from Prussia and Scotland. 

His older brother. Chuck, who is 
getting an M.B.A. at U.C.L.A., 
trained him for the last two years. He 
has a younger aster, Jane, who is 
studying at Stanford - University.' His 
mother has been teaching Israeli 
dancing at a temple. She started 
doing Israeli dancing as a hobby, and 
then began teaching it. She has been 
doing so for ten years. 

Travelling with Mitch is his very 
charming and very friendly girl- 
friend, Teresa Campos. She is on a 
gymnastics scholarship to the Arizo- 
na State University, is studying spe- 
cial education and intends to work 
with mentally retarded children. 

This is her second time out-of the 
U.S. since she emigrated from her 
native’ Philippines. In jane, she 
travelled with Mitch to Japan, where 
he gave e xhib itions. “It was very 
exciting,” she says. “Israel is a lovely 
experience for me.” She remarked 
that when she is with Mitch in die 
U.S., nobody even notices her, as all 
the attention is focussed on him as 
the star. 

She met Mitch in Arizona when he 
came there to train. She is a Catho- 
lic. They have solved the religious 
problem so far by her going to syna- 
gogue with him, and he going to 
church with her. 

“We have been together for three 
years but we have no plans to many 
in the near future,” she says. Never- 
theless, it is obvious that they are 
very close to each other, as he con- 
stantly pays her attention when he is 
waiting to perform, which can take a 
very long time. She, in return, fusses 
over his well-being. During tbe in-

terview, she brought him an aspirin 
for a headache. 

After the 1984 Olympics, he re- 
tired from competitive gymnastics. 
He was fortunate that the Olympics 
coincided with the peak in his career. 
Twenty-four is an advanced age for a 
gymnast. 

He says, *T knew that the Olym- 
pics would be my last competition. I 
'accomplished what I set out to do.” 

Everyone will agree that tbe gym- 
nastic competition was one of the 
most exciting events for the millions 
of viewers who watched all over the 
world. The exposure made Mitch 
Gaylord a household name and a 
celebrity. 

To the question what it is like to be ' 
a media event, he replies that some- 
times it is very rewarding, and some- 
times he wished that the .TV camera 
was not there. After the Olympic 
Games and the Americans' fantastic 
victory, they felt very much like 
sharing the joy and the glory with the 
public. 

“When you have accomplished 
something, you have the desire to 
share it and the publicity does not 
disturb in any way,” he said. 

He does not feel that success has 
changed him as a person, for the 
following reason, “I took gymnastics 
very seriously. But I do not take 
myself all that seriously. I like to. 
have fun.” 

He has been doing gymnastics for 
ten years. Before he retired, ho used . 
(© practise every day from four to sk- 
hours, six times a week. Lately he 
has been practising for a movie and 
works out twice a week. . 

At the Olympics, he won a silver 
medal in the vaulting. Consistently, 
his best event over the years has 
been die high bar, with the rings a 
dose second.. He says that the most 
difficult brandh of gymnastics to 
learn is the pummel-horse, though 
once you are used to it, it becomes 
easier and easier. The high bar is 
very risky because of the split- 
second releases. 

Fortunately, he has never suffered ' 
any serious injuries. Hie has had the 
usual sprained ankles and a shoulder 
injury, but nothing that has pre- 
vented him from doing gymnastics 
for very long. 

At the time of die Olympics, fore- 
most on everyone's mind was the 
thought of what would have hap- 
pened if the Eastern bloc countries 
had not boycotted the Games. Espe- 
cially the Russians. Mitch Gaylord 
says that the Americans had com- 
peted against the Russians in 1982 
and had beaten them then. Also, as 
the Chinese team had beaten the 


Russians and subsequently the U.S. 
team beat tbe Chinese; he has no 
doubt that they would have beaten 
the Russians had they participated in 
the Olympics. 

This is Mitch's second visit to 
Israel, as he was here for the 1981 
1 Maccabiah. He has friends here and 
knows other gymnasts. He t hinks 
that the Maccabiah is a great experi- 
ence for anyone who participates.

Jmain shareholder is. Baron Edmond 
de Rothschild, has announced the 
completion of a private placement of 
capital notesfor atotaJ of $3 million, 
.with Isrop SA, the Swiss investment 
company in which Rothschild holds 
58 per cent. 

Isrop is the primary vehicle' 
through which Baron Rothschild has 
directed his investments in Israel, 
and this most recent infusion of 
funds represents the second capital 
increase for Israel General since the 
collapse of the “arrangement” 
shares in October 1983. 

In early 1984 Isrop. bought tbe 
entire “nostro” position of Israel 
General - that is, those shares the 
bank had bought in tbe market in its 
attempt to shore up the price in the 
months before 'the collapse - and 
thereby freed the bank from the 


costly weight of financing jts hold- 
ings. Then, in June of last year, the 
bank made a rights issue - so far the 
only, “arrangement'’ bank to have 
been able to raise capital on the 
exchange - in which Isrop took up 
more than its full allotment, a furth- 
er investment of S4.3m. 

In the current placement, Isrop is 
baying convertible bonds yielding 
ouly 4 per cent per annum — afl 
unusually low rate - for another 
53m. The bonds may be converted 
into regular Israel General shares 
only in 1989 - after the “ arrange- 
ment” has ended. 

All these injections of capital are 
designed to increase tbe bank's own 
equity and give it a firm- base for 
future expansion. Israel General has 
not yet published its half-yearly re- 
sults for 1985, but reported a loss for 
1984, following the writing-off of its 
losses stemming from the “arrange- 
ment."

The 
U.S., by comparison, had some 
2,500 cutters and polishers at the 
peak of the boom several years ago. 
Today fewer than 200 workers are in 
the industry there, he added. 

The situation in South Africa was 
not much different, he said. “We are 
ready to work on smaller profit mar- 
gins in order to increase our com- 
petitiveness,'* Schnitzer empha- 
sized. 

He also said that although Israel 
favours the eventnal a dmissio n of 
India to the World Federation of 
Bourses, it will oppose such mem- 
bership as long as the Indian govern- 
ment refuses to renew diplomatic 
relations with Israel . 

He denied accusations that 
Israel's objections were based on 
commercial considerations. The 
qaestion of India’s admission was 
discussed at the London meeting, 
following the rejection of that coun- 
try's application a year ago.

U.S. inflation rate 
held to 0.2% in June 

WASHINGTON (AP). - Prolonged 
. moderation in food and fuel costs 
held tbe June inflation rate in the 
U.S. to 0.2% at the retail level, the 
government reported yesterday. 

Grocery prices fell fox the fourth 
straight month, but food and bever- 
age prices overall edged up 0.1%, 
mostly because of a 0.6% increase in 
the price of restaurant meals. Prices 
for food eaten in the home declined 
.0.2%. * . 

' Petrol prices rose 0.2% despite 
the slackness in world crude oil 
prices. Transportation costs overall, 
however, were down 0.1%, largely 
because of a 1.6% decline in used car 
prices. • 

Analysts have noted that petrol 
prices have been rising slightly in the 
face of falling oil prices, a phe- 
nomenon they attribute largely to 
aggressive price increases following 
tbe government’s July 1 tightening of 
allowable lead levels in leaded pet- 
rol. 

All in all. the Labour Depart- 
ment's consumer price index report 
for June was a reaffirmation of 
analysts’ long-standing assessment 
that inflation is unlikely to be any 
worse this year than last, when prices 
rose 4%. 


Dollar down, gold up 

LONDON (AP). - The dollar fell 
sharply yesterday as bearish senti- 
ment overpowered a positive report 
about the U.S. economy, currency 
dealers said. Gold prices rose to 
S321.25 an ounce. 

The U.S. government announced 
in Washington that durable goods 
orders rose' 1.8% in May. Many 
currency dealers had expected the 
statistic to decline. 

The dollar rose briefly following 
tbe announcement, “but 20 minutes 
later it was back where it stood 
before the announcement and then it 
weakened,” said a dealer in Frank- 
furt. 


State reply to petition 
against economic steps 

The state attorney’s office yester- 
day presented its affidavit in re- 
sponse to a petition from a Tel Aviv 
advocate asking the High Court of 
Justice to bar the government from 
carrying out its emergency economic 
programme. 

The advocate, Shmuel Sa'adia, 
said in bis petition that the prime 
minister, finance minister and inner 
economic cabinet had violated tbe 
law and the provisions of Package 
.De^Biupn^osing the steps.'. - 
In theTiff^Vit^ the state said that 
Sa’adia “has got into’ the habit of 
abusing his right to petition by airing 
political complaints. in court.” 

The state asked the court to throw 
out die petition and order Sa'adia to 
pay costs. (Itim) 


Toyota to make cars 
in U.S. and Canada 

TOKYO (Renter). - Toyota. 
Japan’s largest carmaker, said 
yesterday it would start producing 
cars in the U.S. and Canada in 1988. 

The company, which is h^tf owner 
with General Motors of a plant in

QUESTION - Do yon consider the 
new regulations concerning patam, 
hi so for as purchases of foreign 
securities are concerned, as harmful 
to people’s savings? IT your answer Is 
yes, then -these regulations con- 
travene the law, which prohibits the 
government from banning savings. 

ANSWER - Not being a lawyer, I 
won't pass judgment whether the 
government is harming the public's 
savings by its recent new regulations 
regarding patam accounts. Never- 
theless, patam is a whole new ball- 
game today. One area where this is 
very much in evidence is investments 
ini Israeli companies on Wall Street. 
The bottom line of the new regula- 
tions is that the cost of reinvesting 
proceeds from the sales of such 
securities has now risen by approx- 
imately 2.7% 

Taking into account the regular 
costs of buying such securities, which 
is somewhat more than 2 V5%, in- 
cluding overseas brokers’ commis- 
sions and bank commissions - these 
costs are more or less the same when 
selling - the total comes to approx- 
imately 5^%. 

The new and additional cost of 
2.7% comes about as follows under 
the recent regulations. Let us 
assume that you sell 100 shares of 
Optrotech because you bave a 
reasonable profit. When you are 
credited with tbe counter-value of 
the sale, the funds cannot go into 
your patam account, but must be 
converted to shekels. Of course you 
may also opt for the other possibility 
left yon, and that is, to deposit these 
funds for one year in a patam 
account: Now suppose you decide to 
reinvest your funds in the shares of 
Sdtex. You must now start again 
with your shekels and buy patam 
dollars and then order your bank to 
make the purchase. 

Through this process your invest- 
ment money is eroded by virtue of 
the conversions from patam dollars 
to shekels and from shekels back to 
patam dollars. Thus, every Si ,000 
shrinks to approximately $972. 

: I therefore think that if the. gov- 
ernment wants to prevent Israelis 
from investing in foreign securities 
because such transactions often lead 
to doDar losses, it has a good case. 

According to brokers and bankers 
here Israelis more often than not buy 
high and sell low. They have a 
tendency on balance to lose money 
through share investment, and in the 
long run this may definitely bave a 
^negative dfecton the country’s fore- 
ignpzriifo(^,l»lance. 

The investment is made using 
pcram-shekels linked to the dollar, 
while the brokers are being provided

However, 
under the new regulations Israelis 
are not being told that they must not 
invest in sucb shares, but they are 
effectively “punished” for trying to 
carry out such investments success- 
fully by increasing the costs by 2.7% . 

QUESTION - Once upon a time we 
invested in the Koah savings scheme 
linked to the cost-of-living index. By 
now 1 have serious reservations about 
the investment. Some papers are due 
to mature in December 1985, the rest 
in April 1986. For reasons of health 
we bare to go to Europe in August. 
For the trip we have to seD patam 
restitution foods. Would yon advise 
ns rather to get rid of Koah foods, 
even though we are going to lose 

considerably in shekels? 

ANSWER - The general rale in 
investments is “cut your losses - 
don't let them ran and grow.” Your 
question assumes a major erosion of 
your Koah savings fcn&. 

Basically savings schemes are 
either linked to the dollar or to the 
cost-of-living index. However, in re- 
cent times, the savings schemes that 
have reached maturity, have had 
poor results, compared with a year 
or two prior to the redemption date. 
In view of this and the continued 
uncertainty regarding inflation, de- 
valuation and fiscal policy, I am 
tempted to suggest that you use your 
savings scheme funds to finance your 
trip. German restitution accounts 
are least likely to erode due to admi- 
nistrative fiat.

TEL AVTV - The trends in today's 
market turned mixed again, as if to 
underline the fact that the share 
market in particular is unable to 
maintain tbe same pattern for two 
consecutive trading sessions. 

The bond market was mainly low- 
er. though this is not news anymore. 

The noteworthy feature of yester- 
day's bond trading was the complete 
dominance of index-linked bonds, 
compared to dollar-Iinked ones, 
even within the context of a falling 
market. 

In the months before the new 
economic policy was announced, the 
turnover in dollar-Iinked bonds was 
almost always higher than in the 
index-linked ones. 

A new 28-day Treasury bill was 
issued by the Bank of Israel yester- 
day and concentrated almost IS31 
billion of tbe IS32b. total volume in 
this sector. The new bill traded at a 
yield to redemption of 12%, higher 
than either the shorter-dated and the 
longer-dated bills that were issued in 
the past. 

This indicates that the Bank of 
Israel is still trying to raise the rate of 
interest for savers - despite its 
announcement yesterday that it was 
lowering lending rates for the banks. 
This confusion is, in many respects, 
typical of everything that is happen- 
ing in the monetary and financial 
sectors of the economy in the current 
period.

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And now Copenhagen 


THE DANISH police say they are unaware of the presence on 
their soil of the Islamic Jihad, and they are not prepared to 
accept the murderous Shi'ite organization’s word that it was its 
men who set off the bombs that blasted Copenhagen’s central 
synagogue and the offices of an American airline, injuring 23 
people. On the other hand, the Islamic Jihad may well be telling 
the truth. 

Synagogues in West European cities such as Paris, Antwerp, 
Rome and Vienna have in recent years been attacked by 
Palestinian terrorists and their local associates, and American 
firms too have been widely targeted by them on the continent. 
There is no particularly good reason why Lebanon’s Shi’ite 
radicals who, like the PLQ, view themselves as in a state of war 
with Israel, should lay off Jewish houses of prayer in Western 
Europe. Or the European branches of business firms with 
headquarters in the U.S., Israel's friend and ally. 

What is interesting, however, is the excuse given for the 
Copenhagen bombings in the communique put out by the 
Islamic Jihad in Beirut. The bombings are said to have been- in 
retaliation for what is described as an Israeli raid on the Shi'ite 
village of Kabriha in southern Lebanon on Sunday, which 
resulted in the death of three villagers. The IDF spokesman has 
conceded the killing of one terrorist in the course of a search 
operation in the village, believed to be a base for attacks on the 
SLA. in the security zone. 

That there was this week a bloody engagement between 
Israeli soldiers and Shi'ite villagers in Kabriha is not in 
question. But the claim of retaliation in Copenhagen must be 
taken with at least a grain, of salt. The bombs that hit the 
synagogue and the airline offices could not have been prepared 
for detonation within the short hours after the arrival of the 
news from southern Lebanon, without a terrorist network 
already being in existence and ready to perform the job in the 
Danish capital. 

On its own evidence, the Khomeini-inspired Islamic Jihad 
has already established a terrorist infrastructure in Western 
Europe as part of its warfare against the State of Israel and the 
“American Satan." 

Cleverly, the Shi'ite radicals are still not openly declaring 
themselves to have embarked on the road leading from 
southern Lebanon to “the Liberation of Jerusalem.” They 
pretend to be- only acting in defence of their co-religionists in 
the still occupied security zone north of the Israeli border. They 
are still not shooting across the border into Galilee, thus 
avoiding Israeli reprisals which could easily turn the local 
population against them and force Amal to turn its attention 
from the hated PLO into suppressing them. 

But when they set out to hijack Western 'Europe, and treat 
Jews and gentiles there as hostages for Israel's actions, rather in 
the manner of the TWA kidnappers, the Shi'ite terrorists 
condemn themselves as enemies of humanity. 

In treating them as such. Israel must take care not to 
antagonize the Shi'ite community in Lebanon, but rather to 
promote those forces within it, notably Nabih Bern's Amal, 
that appear to be set on a course of peaceful coexistence. 
Lebanon is still a source of trouble for Israel, as indicated by the 
sinking of a terrorist vessel off Sidon port yesterday. But it is 
good news that at the same time 120 more of the Atlit 
detainees, including even some Hezbollah members, are to be 
set free despite the events in Copenhagen. 

It is to be hoped that the remaining 350 prisoners will not be 
kept in Atlit long enough to serve Islamic Jihad propaganda. 


Where discretion is scarce. 


THE STOCK MARKET took a dip last Sunday - at least in 
part because Finance Minister Yitzhak Moda’i had hinted 
darkly that the government might not be able to honour its 
debts. On Monday the civil servants went on a two-hourprotest 
strike - at least in part because Mr. Moda’i had felt obliged to 
add to the injury of their wage erosion the insulting remark that 
a full quarter of civil servants were drawing salaries “without 
doing anything." 

Mr. Moda'i's unabating practice of shooting off his mouth on 
every inopportune occasion has become a real problem for the 
government. 

Some three months ago Mr. Moda'i sent an already jittery 
public on a buying spree when he recklessly revealed his 
innermost thoughts on the subject of Patam accounts. 

This time, having embraced, without calling it “a defective 
child." the government's - and presumably his own - economic 
programme, the finance minister became frightened by the 
monetary deluge that swept the economy as people converted 
nearly one seventh of their Patam current accounts into 
shekels, thus pocketing their devaluation profits and earning 
them all over again by taking advantage of madly high interest 
rates. So what did Mr. Moda’i do? Did he promptly act to bring 
down interest rates or take any other action to neutralize the 
monetary results of the devaluation? Did he do or say anything 
to dampen expectations of another devaluation? 

He did not. On the contrary, he went forth to warn that those 
who had fled from Patam would regret it when another 
devaluation came along, and then he went to great length to 
explain that he had not meant to predict devaluation any time 
soon but only to restate the academic platitude that no 
government can undertake never to devalue the currency. It 
was only yesterday that the Treasury nudged the Bank of Israel 
into decreeing a 3 per cent reduction in interest rates. 

In an economy that sorely needs a renewal of confidence, at 
an early stage of a stabilization programme that is still as fragile 
as a cobweb, how does Mr. Moda'i boost public trust in the 
prudence and wisdom of the government? By suggesting, 
evidently mindless of the implications of his words, that some 
passengers on the ship of the economy will have to be thrown 
overboard. By offering a blanket indictment of female universi- 
ty students as mere husband-chasers whose subsidized studies 
are draining the Treasury’s resources. 

For the past couple of days, Mr. Moda'i has been blessedly 
silent. The economy, it seems, requires more than curbs on 
spending.

The paper said the player's fame 
earned him a Mercedes - an almost 
unheard-of luxury in the Soviet Un-

At one away match Oganesian did 
not wail for the team's flight but 
cadged a lift on an earlier plane. 
Arriving back in Armenia, he took 
the team's bus. leaving them 
stranded at the airport, it said. 

The Armenian sports committee 
recently put an end to Oganesian's 
antics, banning him for life in an 
unusually harsh move. 
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Two important things happened 
last week. Prime Minister Shimon 
Peres cut real wages in Israel by ten 
per cent net; and America moved 
towards a balance-of-payments im- 
broglio. There is a connection here. 

What Peres did would have been 
salutary even if the U.S. had not 
shown signs of an economic down- 
turn. As it is, we should all be 
shuddering with a sigh of relief that 
Peres did what he did. 

At the same time we should keep 
our fingers crossed that his art of 
leadership was not a one-time event; 
because what is happening across the 
Atlantic may create a new crisis for 
Israel, over and above the one that 
we are now belatedly, but (at long 
last) courageously trying to solve. 

President Reagan has saddled his 
country with a $200 billion per 
annum budget deficit and a $150b. 
per annum foreign-payments deficit. 
Being the gigantic economy it is, the 
U.S. did not keel over into bank- 
ruptcy. Money poured in from 
abroad to pay for its $I50b. import 
surplus: but even America cannot 
live on loan money for ever. 

As the Yankees themselves put it, 
there is no such thing as afree lunch; 
eventually all accounts have to be 
settled. Now that economic growth 
is slowing down even in the States, 
and the value of the dollar keeps 
dropping, two developments are 
likely. The U.S. administration will 
try harder to cut its budget, and 
attempts will be made to bridge 
America’s foreign-trade gap. 

How does all this affect us? Inter- 
national trade was in the dumps from 
1980 to 1983, but improved last year, 
because all the world was exporting 
to the U.S. Now that the dollar has 
fallen in value, the Americans will 
export more and import less, which 
is good for them but bad for every- 
body else, including Israel. 

Our exports were seriously held 


up in 1980-83 (they actually declined 
over the three-year period). They 
may encounter contracting markets 
all over again next year, which could 
cause a setback * to our recovery 
plans. 

On top of that comes the budget- 
cutting. If it goes through, sacred 
cows will have to be sacrificed. The 
aid programme to Israel may suffer; 
and perhaps it should. 

The purpose of aid is to build up 
self-sufficiency. The dollar grants 
are supposed to shrink gradually - 
that is the test of their success. 
Assistance to Israel has not shrunk; 
on the contrary it has expanded. 
Some Americans are beginning to 
ask themselves whether it is wise to 
go on pouring good money after bad. 

Israel’s. six-year plan depends on 
Washington's financial support, on a 
diminishing scale this time, and that 
. is a crucial part of the scheme.' To 
make sure that our aid demands do 
diminish, the yearly forecasts.of our 
economic blueprint will have to be 
scrupulously fulfilled. 

If that does not happen we may 
find ourselves deprived of essential 
dollar underpinning, without which 
it will be impossible to achieve any 
performance targets at all. 


‘ If the authorities manage to de- 
flate successfully, economic growth 
(export-led) should follow; with one 
proviso: the government must ‘not 
only take the necessary deflationary 
measures, it must also be seen to be 
taking them, fully and without com- 
punction. 

Act of faith in these policies on the 
part of the general public is crucial, 
because expectations tend to be self- 
fulfilling. If inflation is expected, 
inflation there will be. If devalua- 
tions are expected, there will be 
devaluations. 


THE PERES-MOD AT program- 
me consequently must be made to 
work. But we cannot he completely 
sure that it will work; negotiations 
are still afoot. The central aim is to 
keep the new exchange-rate stable, 
at IS 1500 to the dollar, and not just 
for the short-term, but for the long- 
term. 

That means the price-level must 
gell - of its own accord, and not 
because a government committee 
says so. There must be no more 
cost-of-living allowances, the reason 
being that none are necessary be- 
cause the index won't go up. 


If, on the other band, the coun- 
try's shopkeepers are sure that de- 
mand is ebbing, and that customers 
are going to be thin on the ground 
not only today but also next week 
and next month, they will take the 
hint and mark down their prices. 

The citizenry must therefore be 
brought to believe that when the 
government states it is cutting 
budgets, reducing wages and firing 
civil servants, it means what it says. 
The great danger is that the govern- 
ment should agree in a spirit of 
compromise to under-fulfil its plan. 

The histoiy of Israel's crises is the 
history of half-way measures. If the 
prime minister, exhausted by his 
contest with the Histadrut's Yisrael 
Kessar over wage cuts, should give in 
to Reuveu Ben-Ami over civil- 
service dismissals, he will imperii the 
nation's recovery. 

The importance of the 10,000 dis- 
missals (plus 2,500 in government 
companies) is not only the money 
they save; it is also the signal they 
provide to the public. 

The signal is that the government 
has stopped shilly-shallying; that 
there really is a change «of course: 
that cabinet decisions are no longer a 
bluff, tbat a shift of resources is 
genuinely in train from the services 
sector to the production sector. 
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THE PUBLIC will take a lot of 
convincing, and with good reason. 
The economic rehabilitation plan 
agreed with Kessar is tremendous, 
but not more tremendous than the 
problems it is supposed to solve. 
Prof. Michael Bruno points out that 
over the last decade the Treasury has 
overspent during each and every 
year, by a sum equal to 15-17 per 
cent of toe gross national product. 

These gigantic sums have found 
their way into near-liquid assets: 
Patam accounts, linked bonds, bank 
shares (now a government liability). 
They represent enormous spending- 
power. Other countries have their 
volume of money under control, 
Israel hasn’t. 

The road back to economic sanity 
wQl be long and hard. Bruno be- 
lieves that toe budget cut must be 
greater than it is, not $1 .5b. but $2b. 
(That should bring Treasury expend- 
iture back into line with revenue; 
otherwise there will still be, with all 
the economies made, a $400m. de- 
ficit.) 


The missing $500m. can only be 
collected from one source, he says: 
by cutting the military budget. 

It has been cut already, as De- 
fence Minister Yitzhak Rabin stern- 
ly reminds us, by close to S500qjt. 
during toe last two years. A further 
cut is necessary, not because the 
strategic situation warrants it, but 
because the economy requites it. 
The other sectors have (in Bruno’s ^ 
view) been squeezed dry. All that is & 
' left is defence. 

This second round of proposed 
reductions in military spending does 
not figure in toe government's prog- 
ramme. Perhaps it cannot. Our ene- 
mies are weD-armed. The risk may 
be too great. But it is possible to 
argue toe point. 

It is not possible to argue over toe, 
Peres-Moda’i' retrenchment plan. 
That must bo put through in its 
entirety - salary cuts, dismissals and 
all. Otherwise toe public will not get 
toe signal; and we shall be in trouble.

ISRAEL OCCUPIES a central 
place in toe life of American Jewry, 
but there are disturbing aspects of 
that relationship. 

The Americao-Jewish leadership 
encourages knee-jerk support for 
everything Israel does. With notable 
exceptions there is little criticism, 
and what there is, is muted. 

The result may be more barm than 
good for Israel, since politicians here 
may have gained the impression that 
whatever they do, right or wrong, 
American Jewry, with its great 
financial and political clout, is solidly 
behind them. The two biggest offen- 
ders are toe 'United Jewish Appeal 
and the so-called Jewish activists. 

There is no doubt that the UJA - 
even without Federation - is one of 
toe great footers moulding contem- 
porary American Jewish life. It is 
probably toe most powerful, single 
organization in American Jewish 
history. 

Beyond collecting many millions 
of dollars for Israel annually, it has 
entered and influenced every pan of 
American Jewish organizational life. 
Moreover, its power is not only over 
organizations, because through its 
trade and professional groups in ev- 
ery sizeable community, toe UJA 
knows and influences the average 
Jewish business and professional 
man. The all pervasive influence and 
power of toe technically and organi- 
zationally superb UJA is very real. 

There was a time when toe Amer- 
ican rabbi thought be was running 
toe community. That may have been 
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true once upon a time, but today it is 
toe UJA which controls toe rabbi, or 
at least motivates his policies to a 
significant extent. 


I EXPERIENCED this power not so 
long ago. In toe summer of 1983, my 
Jerusalem Conservative synagogue 
and the Israel Conservative move- 
ment were being subjected to painful 
and libelous propaganda by some 
extremist groups. The situation was 
not entirely new, but at that time it 
reached new levels of obscenity.

Hie single, unques- 
tioned dogma of toe UJA is that 
financial help to Israel is toe only 
thing that matters. • • * 

That argument, however, is some- 
what dishonest. The UJA certainly 
does know who gets its money and 
how it is spent - in Project Renewal 
programmes and toe other magnifi- 
cent work made possible by its fund- 
ing. 

It is therefore hard to understand 
why it closes its eyes to direct and
